Expect Only 
Volunteers 
On First Call 

Qusetionnaires For Local 
Draftees Start Going Into 
The Mail Tomorrow 

Draft registrants in this Selec¬ 
tive Service division will begin to 
receive their questionnaires from 
Monrova draft headquarters to¬ 
morrow. Questionnaires will be 
mailed at the rate of 50 a day, 
and must be returned by regis¬ 
trants within five days after their 
receipt. Forms were mailed last 
Friday to the district's ten vol¬ 
unteers, and six have been filled 
out and returned to draft head¬ 
quarters. 

Questionnaires, eight pages in 
length, query registrants as to 
their physical condition, educa¬ 
tion, occupation, agricultural oc¬ 
cupations, specifically; citizenship, 
court record if any, and previous 
military service. 

Section ten allows conscientious 
objectors to claim exemption from 
either combatant military service 
or noncombatant service. How¬ 
ever, draft officials state that ob¬ 
jectors are also given separate 
forms to fill out and must pre¬ 
sent affidavits to the effect that 
they have always been objectors 
and can back up their contention 
by showing previous aifillation 
with some religious group or so¬ 
cial organization consistently op¬ 
posed to military activity. To date 
. only two men in this district have 
'specified their intention to escape 
military training on this account. 
It is not possible Just now to

Rowdyism On 
Hallowe’en 
In New Turn 

Firing Of Palm Trees In 
Several Areas Brings Fire¬ 
men Out On Five Calls 

There was less Hallowe’en de¬ 
struction In the downtown area 
this year than last, but police 
are on the trail of rowdies who 
hit upon a new and dangerous 
means of satisfying a bad Instinct 
—-the burning of pilm trees. Five 
of them were set afire in the resi¬ 
dential area, one shortly before 
and four after midnight. All of 
the fires brought out the fire 
department. 

Other gangs hidden in orange 
gTovcs hurled green oranges, hard 
as rocks, at automobiles and here 
and there automobiles, Including 
a police car, were spattered with 
eggs. Many boys and youths old 
enough to have some discretion 
were taken to the police station 
for reprimands and in an effort 
to learn who had fired the palm 
trees, but no actual arrests were 
made. 

The trees set afire were on 
Canon Avenue, one on East High¬ 
land, one on Auburn, and two on 
Sunnyside avenue. 

A can of red paint was 
hurled from a car onto the side 
walk In front of the City Hall. The 
paint could not be completely 
cleaned from the sidewalk, but the 
building was not smeared. Street 
lights on Montecito and Baldwin 
avenues were broken, and stone 
walls tom down or damaged on 
Alegria avenue between Baldwin 
and Mt. Trail.

Gordon Zahler, 14-year-old son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Lee Zahler of 
121 South Mountain Trail, is in a 
critical condition at the L 03 An¬ 
geles General Hospital as a re¬ 
sult of i&n accident which oc- 
cured last week at John Marshall 
High school In Pasadena. 

While in gym class young Zah¬ 
ler fell, breaking a vertebrae in 
his neck and seriously injuring 
the spinal cord. He was taken im¬ 
mediately to St. Luke’s Hospital, 
but on the advice of physicians 
moved to the Los Angeles Gen¬ 
eral Hospital where he Is resting 
comfortably, but completely para¬ 
lyzed below the chest. Specialists 
attending feel that he has an even 
chance to live.

Willkie Leads Roosevelt By 271— Two Votes For 
Browder, Communist Candidate — Congressman Hin- 
shavv l olls Highest Vote— Ten State Propositions Op¬ 
posed— Daylight Saving Walloped 

Joining most of its neighboring communities in the San Gabriel 
Valley Sierra Madre gave Wendell L. Willkie a. majority at Tues¬ 
day s election, though it fell somewhat short of the general belief 
that it would approach 500. It was actually 271, Willkie polling 1375 
ind Roosevelt 1101 votes. The same voters contributed a majority 
| of 11 votes toward the smashing defeat of District Attorney Buron 
! f itts, he receiving 1181 and John F. Dockweiler, his successful op¬ 
ponent, 1192 votes. * 

Congressman Carl Hinshaw, practically unopposed, polled the 
highest vote here, there being 2049 ballots cast for him Senator 
Hiram Johnson, also practically unopposed, polled the next highest 
vote, receiving 1850. Assemblyman T. Fenton Knight who has ap- 
jparently de.eated Leslie Preston, his Democratic opponent by a vote 
" f nearly two to one, ran next here with 1362 votes, Preston receiv- 
[ ing 799 here. 

Willkie carried all but two of the nine local precincts, the sixth 
and seventh. Hinshaw*, Johnson and Knight carried every precinct 

The daylight saving proposition, No. 5 on the ballot was 
walloped by majority of 589 Sierra Madre votes, 719 votes being east 
lor and 1299 against it. Ten of the 17 State propositions w*ere dis¬ 
approved by local voters and seven—Nos. 1, 2, 4, 8, 10 11 and 14 
were given majorities. County Proposition No. 1 was approved by a 
good majority and No. 2 was rejected by an equally substandtial 
vote.

Strangers coming into Sierra 
Madre after dark realize now 
that they are coming into a city. 
The outmoded street lighting that 
gave part of the main boulevard 
the appearance of a country lane 
has finally been remedied, some¬ 
what. Lights that once were 
buried in a maze of pepper 
branches along one side of Sierra 
Madre blvd. have been replaced 
with center suspension lights as 
the result of the death of one of 
Its oldest residents. 

Cost of removing the anti¬ 
quated system, which was a men¬ 
ace to every pedestrian and mo¬ 
torist who ventured out on the 
poorly lighted boulevard at night, ! 
was approximately $1,000 and 
was assumed by the Southern 
California Edison Co. Globes of 
100-candle power have been re¬ 
placed with 400 candle power 
globes and at no additional cost 
to the taxpayers since lights on 
Michilllnda blvd. in county ter-! 
ritory were turned off to absorb 
the extra cost. 

The Chamber of Commerce sent 
a letter to the city council ex¬ 
pressing thinks for the improved 
lighting and its consequent bene¬ 
fit to business men located on the 
boulevard. 

No Protest Filed 

Though there were reports yes¬ 
terday that neither Mrs. W. Jar¬ 
vis Barlow nor property owners 
in the vicinity of the Barlow 
estate who protested against 
granting a variance to the zoning 
ordinance to permit establishment 
of a Catholic seminary on the 
estate were satisfied with the 
city planning commission’s report 
favoring the variance and had 
filed protests, Chairman R. E. 
Wright and Secretary Vannier of 
the commission, and City Clerk 
Pratt, said last night they had 
received no protest*. 


Death Calls 
A Beloved 
Woman Here 

Sierra Madre lost another be¬ 
loved and distinguished resident 
this week when Mrs. Cameron T. 
Dickinson who had lived here 
since 1919 died Sunday at her 
home, 965 East Grand View ave¬ 
nue. 

Bam Anne Eliza Allen Brown 
at Poughkeepsie, N.Y., November 
17, 1857. Mrs. Dickinson taught 
school 15 years before coming to 
California in t.ae fill of 1890 to 
visit a cousin in Claremont. She 
decided to make California her 
home and since 1892 had resided 
in Los Angeles County. In 1907 
she married Henry A. Darling in 
Denver, then returned to take up 
residence in Los Angeles, and lit¬ 
er journeyed to Tahiti with Mr. 
Darling. Her deep interest in 
child welfare took her into the 
Los Angeles Juvenile Court after 
Mr. Darling’s death early in 1910. 
and she worked unceasingly for 
18 months in behalf of the child¬ 
ren who came within the jurisdic¬ 
tion of that court. 

In 1919 she came to Sierra 
Madre and for the next three 
years, business interests, the Fri¬ 
day Morning Club, the Sierra 
Madre Woman’s Club, gardens, 
music and books claimed her in¬ 
terest. On July 21, 1927 she was 
married to Mr. Dickinson on a 
high flat of one of the Sierra 
Madre foothills. Years of inter¬ 
mittent high blood pressure cul¬ 
minated May 27, 1938, in a para¬ 
lytic stroke which left her help¬ 
less but still responsive to laugh¬ 
ter and humor. 

Dean Arnold G. H. Bode offi¬ 
ciated at the funeral Wednesday 
afternoon at Grant Chapel. Leslie 
Gaze of Pasadena was the solo¬ 
ist and was accompanied by Mrs. 
Gaze. Pallbearers were D. Huber. 
Dr. Homer Hanson. Leslie Gaze, 
Archa E. Hoffman, Ralph Mas- 
key and Dr. Clyde Colvin. Burial 
was at Hollywood Cemetery. 

Mrs. Dickinson is survived by her 
husband and her cousins, Mrs 
Mary G. Darling, Kenneth G. 
Darling of Cambridge, Mass., and 
Mr. and Mrs. H. Reeve Darling 
of Glendora.

tical and cultural rights,” Bene ; 
sadly recalled. "There were three 
German universities and 5,200 
German grade schools. There was 
much talk of German ‘plans’ In 
our country, but we never 
thought of oppressing the Ger¬ 
man or any other minority group, 
for in so doing we would have 
violated our own right to democ¬ 
racy. 

“Today, German dictatorship 
has made my homeland the lar¬ 
gest prison in the world, a land 
of tears and blood, a land of mis¬ 
ery where hungry children cry 
for bread. Czech schools and in¬ 
stitutions no longer exist. The 
German Gestapo has taken over.” 

But to the world, for some per¬ 
verse reason or other, the Czech 
upheaval painted no object lesson. 
Again: 

"We failed to take fifth-column 
activities in Norway seriously,” 
s*aid Sigrid Undset, Norwegian 
novelist, on her arrival in New 
York. "We always thought of 
Major Vidkun Quisling as a comi¬ 
cal character. We learned dif¬ 
ferently too late!” So did a dozen 
other countries. 

Considering the whole world 
picture, perhaps the announced 
plans of Nazi Germany should not 
be laughed of any more as high 
comedy. 

Recently, the Nazi program for 
the "Americagerman Rebellion” 
appear in much of the German 
press here. That program should 
be read, and read with extreme 
care by all Americans able to 
read. It is under Investigation now 
at Washington, and it is hoped it 
may be released verbatom for the 
information of every citizen.
